The Assembly Committee on W ater Rights and 
Drainage held its first, m eeting last night, seven 
members present, and Ilrown of Yuba in tho chair. 
A fter a general discussion among the committeemen, 
all of whom agreed that tl e debris question should 
be thoroughly investigated before m aking any re­ 
port relative to the five bills repealing the debris 
Act which were before them , Mr. Kellogg asked 
w hat the effect of an immediate and unqualified re­ 
peal of the existing drainage law would be. 
He 


called the attention of his associates to the fact th at 
thousands of dollars due in every county of the St ite 
under the provisions of the Debris Act were delin­ 
quent, which would probably not be paid until 
March next. 
Would not those unpaid assessments 
be then invalid in the event of a repeal ? None of 
the members of the committee were prepared to 
answer this question, but Mr. Young, one 
f the 
law yers of the committee, promised t> consider the 
m atter. 
Mr. Parks, one of the -Drainage Commissioner», 
was present, and in response to the questions of the 
committee said : “ I think after you have examined 
thoroughly the m anner in which’the Commtesioneni 
and the Engineer 
have 
done 
business, and 
the am ount of work 
that 
has 
been 
done, 
and that is expected to be done, 1 think 3ou will be 
satisfied ; but if 30U are not, of course the Director» 
can direct 3*011 to the most im portant wo k th at has 
beeu done, which you can vieit. But 1 think it is more 
than proh ibis, afw r you have heard o u rrtul» menta, 
that 3*ou will conclude there is no que-tioa as to the 
useful character of the work. 
31 v judgm ent is that 
when the question is thoroughly presented to you, 
you will see th at it is one of such magnitude th a t it 
should extend through aseries of year» ; th at even 
if I were to demonstrate >eyond a doubt th at there 
had been some work done that ought not to be done, 
or some neglected to be doue that should have been 
done, it would cut no figure in the question as to tho 
repeal of this Act. 
If the Central Pac fie Railroad 
Companv, in the construction of its road, should 
lose a bridge, that would be no argum ent for 
the abandonm ent of the enterprise. 
In 
my 
judgm ent the committee ehould not be influenced 
by any small consideration as to the work being 
done or its being not done. 
I don’t think tne com­ 
m ittee will. 
1 don’t think that if the committee 
had determ ined th at the work was well d'-neor 
poorly done it would influence the committee any in 
its action. 
When the m agnitude of the w rk has 
been estim ated, it will have a great deal more influ­ 
ence with the committee than the character < f any 
one piece <f work. 
In an undertaking of tl i» kind 
we m ust exoect to meet with adversiti* s. 
W - are 
dealing w ith an elem ent th at is h<*rd to handle ; 
th at Is, water, and we iuust* \r» ct not oniy present 
advereity, but its continuance ti» mar y y tai-. 
But 
what has been doue will prove of no value to the State 
unless the work «com pleted. But 1 think i*crliapsthe 
committee Will be better prepared to judge after 
making these exam inations w hether they desire to 
visit any or all of the works. 
If they so desire, ref 
cou-80 the Commission will be happy to give any in 
formation in its power. 
I h u 3 far work has been 
doue on the Sacramento, Bear, Feather and Yuba 
river», and some of the m ost prom inent scents could 
be v • sited in a few days, a id 1 think t >e com m itttc 
will be better prepared to tell where it wants to go 
after visiting these places. 
1 think after examining 
them they will ascertain th at the work ha9 been 
done in a business-like manner. 
Mi. líale—I would like to inquire whether .l.t Com­ 
missioner» have the data at hand to inform the com­ 
m ittee of the am ount of expenditures iu money and 
the contracts now covered ny the operations < f tho 
Commission and in relation to the am ount of the

Mr. Par (s—'Ye*, we will be able to show you all 
that. 
Of cuurse the am ount of money on hand will 
be cort of approxim ate, because the * tax* s a: e not 
all paid, and the law provide» th at we base them 
upon the value of property. 
We will be able to 
8how youalI we have done,’ all our contrae s, how 
much has been done, what the am ount i.J, ai.il what 
wc m ight expect as reve-ue. 
I wish to state here 
th at the Commission particularly desires an ex­ 
amination of i's action, and without any disposition 
on your p art to screen us from auy m o re la n c e in 
office or any bad judgm ent in anything.

And while 
we are not throwing down any challenge at all, it 
is our desire to have a fair, square, im partial exam i­

I reiteiute here, th at thia is a work of too much

of }*ears, and it m ust be done in a conscientious, 
square manner. This measure went through lost 
w inter on its m erits, and we expect it to stand upon 
its m erits and present it to you in euch a m anner 
th at you will be convinced, and that the Legislature 
will be convinced, th at it ought to be continued, 
otherwise we can stop now*. 
Therefore we desire a 
thorough exam ination <-f our transactions. 
A fter some further diecussiou among meinner» of 
the com m ittee and an explanation b}* Mr. Parks of 
the method in which the work was planned and ex­ 
ecuted b}' the engineers and directors, the com m it­ 
tee adjourned until Thursday evening at half post 7 
o’clock.

HOW CHATEAUS RUN ESCAPED THE GUIL­ 
LOTINE. 


It is a strange story that Vanblance tells 
of M. de Chateaubrun, who was not only 
condemned to death, but actually taken to 
the scaffold, and yet escaped.

last of tw enty victims. 
After twelve or 
fifteen executions, one part of the horrid 
instrum ent broke, ami a workman was sent 
for to mend it. 
M. Chateaubrun was, 
with the other victims, near the scaffold, 
with his hands tied behind his back. 
The 
repairing took a long time. 
The day be­ 
gan to darken ; the great crowd of spec­ 
tators were far more intent on watching 
the repairing of the guillotine than on look­ 
ing at the victims who were to d ie; aud all, 
even the gendarmes themselves, had their 
eyes fixed on the scaffold. 
Resigned, but 
very weak, tho condemned man leaned, 
w ithout meaning it, on those behind him, 
aud they, pressed by the weight of his 
body, mechanically made way for him, till 
gradually, and by no effort of his own. he 
came to the last ranks of the crowd. 
The 
instrum ent once repaired, the executions 
began, and they hurried to 
the end. 
The 
dark 
night 
concealed 
both 
ex­ 
ecutioners 
am! 
spectators. 
Led 
on 
by the crowd, De Chateaubrun was at 
first amazed at the situation, but soon con­ 
ceived the hope of escaping. 
He went to 
the Champs Elysees, and there, address­ 
ing a man who looked like a workman, he 
told him, laughingly, th at some comrades 
with whom he had been joking, had tied 
his hands behind his back and taken his 
hut, telling him to go and look for it. 
He 
begged the man to cut the cords, aud the 
workman pulled out a knife and did so, 
laughing all the while at the joke. 
M. do 
Chateaubrun then proposed going into one 
of the small w ine riiops iu the Champs 
Elysees. 
During a slight repart he seemed 
tobe expecting his comrades to bring hack 
his hat ; and seeing nothing of them, he 
begged bis guest to carry a note to some 
friend, whom he knew would lend him 
one, for he could 
not go 
bareheaded 
through the streets. 
He added that his 
friend would bring him some money, for 
his comrades, in fun, had taken his purse. 
The poor man believed every word M. do 
Chateaubrun told him, took the no|e and 
returned in half an hour, accompanied by 
his friend, who embraced C h a te a u b ru n , 
and gave him all the help he required.

CAPTAIN PHELP3 ON THE PANAMA 
CANAL SCHEME. 


THE RECEPTION OF THE TREATIES. 
The reception of the Chinese treaties at 
the East appears to have been generally 
favorable. Some apprehensions have been 
expressed lest the phraseology of one or 
two of the provisions of the immigration 
treaty should allow too many Chinamen to 
come, but when it is considered that Con­ 
gress is to have the power of regulating this 
immigration it must be acknowledged that 
if any failure occurs it will be attributable 
to the negligence of that body. Some 
Democratic Congressmen from this coast 
have thought it necessary to attack the 
immigration treaty, and have apparently 
worried themselves considerably over the 
thought that the Chinese may become 
naturalized under the new arrangement. 
The indications are however that the Sen­ 
ate will lose no time in ratifying both the 
treaties, and in supplementing them by ap­ 
propriate legislation. The notion entertained 
in some quarters that the Commission 
ought not to 1 ave pnt the Chinese on a 
level with the people of other nations as 
regards rights of residence, etc., is of 
course too absurd to be seriously consid­ 
ered. To obtain concessions from a foreign 
power which are in themsslves humiliating 
to that power, it is certainly necessary 
that the ordinary favors of international 
courtesy should be observed. Ilad the 
Commissioners undertaken to demand the 
degradation of Chinese subjects upon 
American soil they would have failed in 
their mission altogether. Moreover, ex­ 
perience has shown very clearly that the 
Chinese actually require the protection of 
the most favored nation clause more than 
any other people, since it alone has re­ 
peatedly stood between them and the 
most unjust and discriminating legisla­ 
tion. 
FARCICAL LEGISLATION. 
Some members of the present Legisla­ 
ture appear to think that it is of no con­ 
sequence how much of the public time and 
money t :ey waste in preposterous prop­ 
ositions, but crowd the tiles and em b arrass 
the committees with bills which ought 
never to have been drawn. Here, for ex­ 
ample, is one by Mr. Lane (A. B. No. 118), 
which under the pretense of protecting the 
agricultural interests of the State, provides 
that “ Any person, firm or corporation 
“ who shall hereafter, at any time or place 
“ within the State of California, work, or 
“ attempt to work, any hydraulic mine or 
“ mines, shall be deemed guilty of a 
“ felony, and punishable by imprisonment 
“ in the State Prison for a term of net less 
“ than one year nor more than five years.” 
Perhaps Mr. Lane regards this as a good 
joke, but we confess not to be able to per­ 
ceive the humor of it. 
It is not 
for such burlesque work that the 
people send men here at great expense. 
There is no excuse for buffoonery under the 
guise of legislation. 
There are many 
seriouB questions to be discussed and dealt 
with this winter, and honorable gentlemen 
would do well to give some cvidenoe of 
their ability to handle these important 
matters before they begin to relax and 
play the fool. 


The New York Tribunt of the 10th 
instant contained a very interesting and 
suggestive dissection of the statements put 
forward by M. Lesseps and his colleagues 
of the Panama Canal Company. 
The 
analysis is made by Captain Phelps, who, 
being one of the incorporators of the pro­ 
posed Nicaragua Canal Company, is per­ 
haps not an impartial witness. A3, how­ 
ever, he bases his conclusions on the esti­ 
mates of the Panama Canal Company, 
which estimates are put forward for the 
express purpose of convincing capitalists 
of the soundness of the project, it may be 
presumed that his calculations are iu the 
main trustworthy. Captain Thelps takes 
the pamphlet issued by the company in 
Paris as the text of his remarks, and he 
shows from it that the projectors have 
drawn a picture which for recklessness and 
higlit of coloring rather recalls the vision 
ary era of the great South Sea Bubble than 
the comparatively Bober and prosaic enter­ 
prises of the present day. To begin with, 
a table of probable market prices is given 
for the Panama Canal shares in 1886, 1891 
and 1S95, and in this table “ the invtstor 
“ is promised that his investment, beside 
“ drawing 5 per cent, while the canal is 
“ under construction, increases in value 
“ by 1886, when the canal traffic 
“ is to begin, to more than five times the 
“ amount put in ; that in the interval be- 
“ tween 1SS6 and 1895 the yearly dividends 
“ shall increase in amount, beginning with 
“ 105 francs for 1SS6, and ruu up to 220 
“ francs in 1S95, or to 44 per cent, on his 
“ investment ; while if he then desires to 
“ sel!, each share, costing originally 500 
“ francs, will be worth 5,500 francs, or 
“ eleven times what he paid.” To fortify 
this briliiant statement a comparison is 
made with the shares of the Suez canal, 
the inference drawn being that as the lat­ 
ter have advanced greatly in ten years, the 
Panama skare3 would do the same. But 
Captain Pnelp3 shows ‘¿hat in reality the 
Suez shares have not made the advance 
claimed, and that in fact the earnings of 
that canal were less in 1879 than in 1876. 
lie Bhows alao that a systematic effort has 
been made to bull the Suez shares, for the 
purpose of floating the new project, and 
that to this end the figures have been 
manipulated with very little regard to the 
actual facta. When the cost of the Panama 
canal comes in question Captain Phelps 
shows that the estimates of I.esseps are 
altogether inadequate. For example, he 
puts the entire cost of the canal at 600,­ 
000,000 francs, in which are included five 
per cent, interest to shareholders during 
the construction, and 10,000,000 fraDcs 
for the purchase of the concession. 
Now Captain Phelp3 shows that accord­ 
ing to the statements of Lesseps 
and his engineers, made in New York, 
the cost for excavation alone will be $570,­ 
000,000 francs, though the price fixed by 
them is cnly 35 cents per cubic yard. The 
cut for several miles will have to be from 
200 to 300 feet deep, and all .the material 
taken from it must be hauled away. Then 
there is the cost of the dam regulating the 
Chagrcs river, the tide-locks and break­ 
waters, all of which have been estimated 
at 197,000,000 francs. Thu3 the engineer­ 
ing work alone would cost 767,000,000 
francs. Captain Phelps allows 50 per cent, 
for contingencies, which, takiDg iuto ac­ 
count the deadliness of the climate, the 
danger of floods, etc., is moderate enough. 
This would demand 3S3,5C0,000 francs 
more, and brings the total estimate for en­ 
gineers’ work to 1,150,500,000 francs, or 
say $230,100,000. To this must be added, 
for interest on installments, $67,480,000 ; 
for commission and expenses of placing 
capital, and for contingent items outside of 
engineering expenses, $16,S20,000; for 
purchase of concession, §2,000,000; for 
private lands taken, $20,000,000 ; for pay­ 
ment to Panama Railroad Company, $39,­ 
600,000; total cost in round numbers, 
$396,000,000. 
Captain Phelps claims that though ac­ 
cording to the figures of Lesseps and his 
engineers the work will cost three times 
w hat the company declare in their pros­ 
pectus, yet that he has not placed the cost 
nearly high enough. But while these 
estimates have a particular interest for 
investors, the inquiry into the propositions 
of the company for making the canal pay 
heavy dividends concerns quite another 
class, namely the producéis. In effect a 
modest toll of $8 per ton is all that M. 
Lesseps expects to ask from the farmers 
of California and the shippers of the rest 
of the world. 
The gorgeous promises 
which he holds out to European investors 
are all based upon the theory that the 
owners of the oanal will hold the com­ 
merce of the world by the thrjat, and 
will be able to extract from it what they 
please. 
Eight dollars a ton on every 
pound of California wheat is the pleasant 
prospect held out by this public-spirited 
projector. Nothing less will enable him 
to make good his own carefully cooked es­ 
timates. Much more would be required 
to make the canal a paying investment 
if the estimates of Captain Phelps are 
tv jU approximately correct. Thesetolls are 
moreover demanded in order to make good 
the hopes held out to the fortunate possess­ 
ors of what are called founders shares ; a 
peculiar class of certificates which are in­ 
vented for the purpose of enriching, with­ 
out any risk, the fortunate band of broth­ 
ers who devised this marvelous enterprise. 
If, however, nothing less than $8 per ton 
will satisfy Lesseps, what will he do when 
the Southern Pacific Railroad is open to 
tide-water on the Gulf of Mexico ? It is 
evident that a canal which requires such 
tolls to reimburse its cost can never com­ 
pete with the new transportation route 
now entering upon its final stages. Les­ 
seps says it will take eight years to build 
his canal. Long before its completion, 
therefore, he will find that the tolls he now 
talks of are impossible, and if the Nica­ 
ragua route shonld also be built, and the 
ship canal of Captain Eads, the enormous 
sums sunk in the Chagres valley will in all 
probability be thrown away. With such 
prospects, with such evidences of reckless 
and unreliable estimates, and with such 
fatuous dependence upon impossible condi­ 
tions, the Panama Canal Company promises 
to go down in history a worthy parallel to 
George Law’s 6tnp>endous work of the im­ 
agination. 
MR. GILMORE'S CHINESE BILL. 


Assemblyman Gilmore has introduced a 
bill which provides that the Chinese in 
California shall be accorded only such 
privileges as their Government extends to 
Americans in China. It further provides 
that they shall be required to obtain pass­ 
ports on leaving any county in the State, 
and that they shall give bonds against 
their becoming chargeable on the county 
they wish to visit. These passpoits are 
to cost them two dollars each. It is a pity 
that the author of this bill has not read 
the new treaty with China which is now 
before the Senate for ratification, or that 
he did not read the Burlingame treaty, 
before drafting his measure. Under either 


of these instruments his propositions are 
equally invalid, and he might therefore 
have Bpared himself Bome trouble by a 
little preliminary Inquiry. Enough time 
and money has been squandered in the 
past in framing and passing anti Chinese 
hills which were unconstitutional on their 
face. In every such instance the Courts 
have condemned this kind of legislation, 
and Mr. Gilmore’s bill is as impracticable 
as any that have preceded it. The State 
has no power to discriminate against the 
Chinese as he proposes, and we think it is 
time this fact was generally understood. 
— 
— 
WHAT DOES If MEAN? 
A bill has been introduced by Mr. Pin- 
der (A. B. No. 113) entitled “ an Act to 
“ authorize the Sheriff or other officer of 
“ any County Jail or city prison to cut the 
“ hair of prisoners to within one itch of 
“ the scalp. ” It provides that this opera­ 
tion shall be performed upon “ every per- 
“ son convicted of a misdemeanor, and 
“ sentenced to a longer term of imprison- 
“ m entthan ten days.” Is this another 
raid upon the Chinese under the disguise 
of a general bill ? If it is, does it not in­ 
flict an iujury upon others than the Chi­ 
nese, of a very serions character? To cut 
the hair of every person convicted of a 
misdemeanor close to the scalp would per­ 
haps be no punishment to old drunks and 
petty larceny cases, but misdemeanor is a 
very comprehensive term, and includes a 
great variety cf minor offenses. This bill 
would make it necessary to cut the hair of 
women as well as men, moreover, and it 
can not be pretended that it is a trifle for 
a woman to have her head shingled in this 
fashion. Unless some showing can he 
made for the proposition better than occurs 
to us at present, we shall be constrained to 
regard it as both needless and improper. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS, 
Benicia has cases of small-pox. 
Walla Walla, W. T., ha3 ten paupers in 
the poor-house:

Near Sooke, Vancouver Island, lately, a 
young man named George Switzer shot and 
killed Nelson, his companion, mistaking 
him for a deer. 
Over 2,000 local option petitions are 
being oirculated in California. Four hun­ 
dred names have been secured iu San B r- 
nardino county. 
It is 160 mile3 from Victoria to Yale, B. 
C., and it requires from eight to sixteen 
days to obtain rcpl'e3 to letters sent from 
one place to the other. 
School Superintendent Sessions of Ne­ 
vada, ha3 apportioned $23,541 among the 
schools of the State.

FILLING o ar A PAGE WITH BADLY 
MIXED TYPE. 
England can boast one editor at least 
who might be trusted to run a country 
newspaper in the United States. In his 
youth Sir Richard Pnillips edited and pub­ 
lished a paper at Leicester, England, called 
the Herald. One day an article appeared 
in it headed “ Dutch Mail,” and added to 
it was an announcement that it had ar­ 
rived too late for translation, and had been 
so set up and printed iu the original. This 
wonderful article drove half Eogiand crazy, 
and for years the best Dutch scholars 
tquabbled and poured over without being 
able to arrive at any idea of wbat it meant. 
This famous “ Dutch mail ” was in real­ 
ity merely a column of “ pi.” “ Pi,” it 
mayas well b ) explained, is a jumble of 
odd letters gathered up and set 011 end so 
as to save their face3 from being scraped, 
to be distributed, at the leisure of the 
printers, in their proper places. 
Some 
letters are upside down, often ten or 
twelve con-.onants or a3 many vowels 
come together, and the whole is peppered 
with punctuations, dashes and so on, tiil it 
might pass for poetry by a lunatic Choc­ 
taw. The story Sir Richard tells of the 
particular “ pi ” he had a hand iu is this : 
“ One evening, before one of our publi­ 
cations, my men and a bey overturned two 
or three columns of the paper in type. We 
had to get ready Bome way for the coaches, 
which at 4 in the morning, required 400 or 
500 papers. 
After every exertion, we 
were short nearly a column, but there stood 
on the galleys a tempting column of ‘pi.’ 
It suddenly struck me that this might be 
thought Dutch. I made up the column, 
overcame the scruples of the foreman, and 
so away the country edition went, with its 
philological puzzle to worry the honest ag­ 
ricultural reader's head. There was plenty 
of time to set up a column of plain English 
for the local edition.” 
Sir Richard tells of a man whom he met in 
Nottingham, who for thirty-four years pre­ 
served a copy of the Leicester Herald, hop­ 
ing that some day the letter would be ex­ 
plained.

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DOMESTIC NEWS. 
n'a.liiiigtoD Notea, In in Our Own Corre­ 
spondent. 
WASHINGTON, January 17th.—The Senate 
to day passed B joth’s bill to restore the lards 
included in the Fort Reading military re­ 
servation to the public domain, with an 
amendment, al-o offered by Booth, extending 
its provisions to the Fort Crook reservation. 
The bill, besides restoring these lands, con­ 
firms all the patents heretofore issued to any 
of them, and declares that “ the rights of all 
settlers on said reservation to acquire title 
under the homestead and pre-emption laws 
are hereby recognized and affirmed to the ex­ 
tent that such ssttler3 would have acquired 
by settling on public lands.” The bill now 
goes to the House of Representatives for con­ 
currence. 
The Senate Committee on Appropriations, 
in reporting the fndian appropriation bill, 
strike out the Hcuse items for salaries of 
agent and interpreter at the Malheur (Ore­ 
gon) reservation, ami insert an appropriation 
of $12 000 for the subsistence and civilization 
of the Malheur Indiaus hereafter at the Yo- 
kirna reservation. 
Representative Whittaker to-day introduced 
a bill to authorize the construction of a 
bridge across Snake river, between GraDge 
Giry and Taxas, Washington Territory. 
The vote on Salisbury’s motion in the Sen­ 
ate to-day to set aside the Holladay bill in 
order to take up the Kellogg case, was sub­ 
stantially a fair test of the sentiment of the 
Senate concerning the proposition to unseat 
Kellogg, and the result shows that he 
will not be disturbed.

The New Apportionment ICill. 
W a sh in g to n, January 17th.—The appor­ 
tionment bill introduced by Representative 
Cox to-dav fixes the number of Representa­ 
tives at 301, and apportions them among the 
States as follows: Alabama 8, Arkansas 5. 
California 5, Colorado 1, Connecticut 4, 
Delaware 1, Florida 1, Georgia 9, Illinois 19, 
Indiana 12, Iowa 10, Kansas 6, Kentucky 10, 
Louisiana 6, Maine 4, Maryland 6, Massa­ 
chusetts 11, Michigan 10, Minnesota 5, Miss­ 
issippi 7, Missouri 13, Nebraska 3, Nevada 1, 
New Hampshire 2, New Jersey 7.

West Point Military Academy—Interest­ 
ing Reports. 
W a sh in g to n, January 17th.—Senator Gar­ 
land, on the part of the Congressional mem­ 
bers of the Board of Visitors to the West 
Point Military Academy, to-day submitted a 
report signed by himself and Representative 
Phillips, another signed by Senator Ed­ 
munds, and still another signed by Repre­ 
sentatives McKinley and Felton. Senator 
Garland's report was accompanied by a bill 
amendatory of the lawB relatiug to the Mili­ 
tary Academy. 
Senator Garland and Representative Mc­ 
Kinley devote considerable space to a consid­ 
eration of the question of the admission of 
colored cadets to the Academy. They say 
they spent some time in examining this ques 
tion, and in so doiug took the testimony of 
several witnesses touching the late trouble 
with Cadet Whittaker. Iu this investiga­ 
tion they were led back to consider, to some 
extent, the conduct, bearing, association, and 
iu fact the general status of the other colored 
cadets that had been at the Academy. This 
was dons only for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the Academy would prosper by toe 
mingling together of cadets of two different 
races. No solid reason, they say, can be as­ 
signed, why colored boys should not receive 
full and equal advantages in the way of edu­ 
cation, military and all other kinds, with 
white, but on the contrary there is every rea­ 
son that they should. It is a fact, however, 
that the mingling of white and c lsred cadets 
on terms of social equality is subject to con­ 
tinued drawbacks and trouble, which are so 
for inherent that, in their judgment, no regu­ 
lation of Jaw can control them. If it be 
deem* J expedient to continue further this co­ 
education in the same institution, this dis­ 
turbing cause, while repressed a a far as wise 
discipline can touch it, must after all be left 
for its cure to time and experience, which 
may result iu a mitigation or separation of 
the two races iu their military education. 
Senator Edmunds, in his report, expr eses 
the opinion that the standard of admission 
ought to be raised. The investigation made 
bvthe committee convinced him that youths 
of the African race have not received the 
same treatment, at least from their fellow 
cadets, that they would have received had 
thev been of the white race ; but each col­ 
ored boy had found himself continually iso­ 
lated from his fellow cadets—a piL-oner in 
solitary confinement in the midst of his fel­ 
low cadets. It is obvious, he continues, that 
under such circumstances a colored boy could 
not succeed nearly so well as other boys in 
his studies, and in competition for the honor» 
of the school, or in fitting himself for future 
usefulness. The tendency cf such treatment, 
be think», would be to repress the good and 
develop the evil qualities of his common hu­ 
man nature. 1 here is no reason, he says, why 
the two races cannot succeed together in this 
institution, as they do in many schools 
and universities in this and other countries. 
The officers and cadets of the Academy ail 
cime from every pha-e of American life, and 
meet in rqual ground ; und while it may be 
conceded that no law can rectify the evil re­ 
ferred to, he believes such a course of prac­ 
tice as has existed towards colored cadets is 
unjust, unreasonable and inhuman, and that 
it d*serves the severest condemnation. Re­ 
ferring to the Whittaker inquiry, Senator 
Edmunds Bays that the conduct of the case 
was »uch as to piece Whittaker in a false po 
sitien in the beginning. If the white cadets 
can be excuipated on their mere declaration 
that they were free from complicity in the 
outrages, the same enght to apply to cadets 
of the colored race, unless it is a---uined th at 
there can be no presumption in the existence 
of truth in a col red cadet—an as-umptiun 
which few people would be wring to am pt. 
If a denial was to have any 1 ff-ct it ought to 
have included 'he injured colored cadet as 
well as the uninjured white cadets ; but he 
does not think well of the theory 
in any case. Any one who would com­ 


mit such an outrage would deny it. 
There is no insurmountable obstacle to the 
correction of the existing evils at the 
Academy. This might be accomplished by 
the wise influence and example of the officers 
and instructors in charge. If this canDot be 
accomplished, it should be a matter of serious 
consideration whether such an institution 
ought not to be absolutely abolished. 
Representatives McKinley and Felton, in 
their report, do not believe that the standard 
of scholarship required for admission should 
be raised, but indorse that portion of the re­ 
port of Senator Edmunds-touching the race 
question and its relation to the Academy. 
The accompanying bill introduced by Sen­ 
ator Garland provides that hereafter no offi­ 
cers above the rank of Colonel shall be assigned 
to such duty to exceed the number of —. It 
also provides that regulations for examination 
of appointees to the Academy shall hereafter 
be prescribed by the Superintendent, instead 
of the Secretary of War. The last section of 
the bill provides for the appointment of a 
Professor of German, to teach that language 
at the Academy.

House or Eouimons. 
London, January 17th.—in the House of 
Commons this evening Gladstone, replying 
to a question, Baid the attention of the Gov­ 
ernment had been called to the frequent in­ 
terruptions of the proceedings of the House 
by motions for adjournment, which began to 
be resorted to January 7ih, but they would 
have to take larger and wider views on the 
question, and must withhold further particu­ 
lars until their views were matured. 
Justin McCarthy ffioved an amendment 
agreed upon by the Home Rulers, and of 
which he gave notice on the 6th, praying the 
(¿usen to refrain from employing tho navy, 
military and police in enforcing ejectments 
when the rent exceeds the law valuation, 
pending consideration by Parliament of the 
laud hill. He said the disorder in Ireland 
was mainly due to evictions. 
Dillon seconded the amendment. 
Gladstone protested against a prolongation 
of the debate. If the practice of concluding 
the debate on the address as rapidly as possible 
was broken down, that convenient and digni­ 
fied method of meeting between the sovereign 
and her people would become a public 
nuisance. If the Irish members had taken a 
reasonable latitude ef debate, they would 
have known by this time w hat the measures 
of coercion were. The Irish members had 
kept the House eight days occupied with re- 
sultless debates. He declared that McCar­ 
thy’s amendment was an insult to the throne. 
This was received with cheers on both sides 
of the House. 
Dillon was called to order for stating that 
the Land Leaguie rule was supreme, and that 
Tipperary had 10.000 men arraigned against 
the Government.

JUDGES AT THE BAR. 


E d s. K ecobd U n ion ! I note that Assem­ 
blyman Reddick has introduced a bill amend­ 
atory to the Codes and to prevent Judges 
from practicing law. I should think the law 
as it now stands in this particular regard, and 
which is sought to be amended, is sufficiently 
explicit, if indeed there are judicial officers 
to be found devoid of shame in soiling the 
ermine and unmindful of the spirit of their 
official oaths. The appearance of any laws 
whatever of this nature upon our statute 
books is a continual reminder cf the evils 
resulting from an elective judiciary, and that 
the judicial branch of our government is too 
dependent upon the popular will to assist in 
the maintenance of that dignity and respect 
due our Courts and necessary to form a solid 
basis for society. If Mr. Reddick's constit­ 
uents are afflicted with an officer by nature so 
Jesuitical that neither the language of the 
Constitution, the spirit of his oath nor the 
letter of tbe statute as it now stands is a 
sufficient restraint, then a proceeding in im­ 
peachment is in order, and would be a far 
more healthy restraint to accomplish tho re­ 
lief sought than to lumber up our alieaiy 
well-tinkered Codes with another amend­ 
ment.

SAX FRANCISCO ITEMS.

William Partridge, tbe mining stock 
operator, came very near being fatally 
poisoned on Thursday evening last. He 
was dining at a re3tauraut and dropped the 
butt of his cigar in his empty coffee cup. 
The cup was refilled by an attentive waiter, 
who, however, did not see the cigar. After 
drinking tbe tobacco and coffee decoction 
he was taken very ili, and for twenty-four 
hours his life was despaired of. Extreme 
nausea only saved his life. 
On the opening of the United States Cir­ 
cuit Court this morning, Judge Sawyer 
said substantially as follows : In the case 
of Clodomiro Cota, the Mexican revolution­ 
ist, we are not able to come to any conclu­ 
sion satisfactory to both Judges. (Judge 
Ogden Hoffman having occu| icd the bench 
with Judge Sawyer during the trial), and 
must rely upon a decision of the Supreme 
Court. 
We have drawn up some sug­ 
gestions to be submitted for consideration 
of counsel and leave the matter to the Su­ 
preme Court to decide. 
James G. Pearson, a pionesr, died at his 
residence in this city last Saturday, aged 
59 years. He was born iu Gloucester, 
Mass., and educated at Andover College. 
Immediately after graduating he was made 
supercargo of a vessel trading between Bos­ 
ton and Calcutta. This was about the year 
IS 16. Mr. Pearson arrived in tiiia city 
early in 1849, and at once became identi­ 
fied with its interests. He was clerk of 
the Police in 1852, by election of the peo­ 
ple, and in 1S54 was elected Justice of the 
Peace. The deceased wos a member of 
the Masonic fraternity, the Society of Cali­ 
fornia Pioneers and Secretary of the Society 
of Old Friends.

The Board of Supervisors met at 10 a. m. 
yesterday for its second session in January. 
The minutes of the last meeting were read 
and approved. 
The bond of Geo. C. McMuIlin, as over­ 
seer of lioad District No. 13, in the sum of 
§000, with S. ('. Perkins and G. W. Harlow 
as sureties, was received and approved. 
The petition of Bynum, Carr and others 
for a change of the boundaries of Alabama 
School District, was considered, and no ob­ 
jections being presented the application was 
granted. 
The following ordinance was proposed by 
Mr. WiLon to prevent the spreading of small­ 
pox whenever cases of that disease may occur : 
Ordinance No. 2 - An ordinance to protect the 
public health. 
The Hoard of Supervisors of the County of Sacra­ 
mento do hereby ordain as follows: 
Section X. It is hereby made tiie duty of the ten­ 
ant or other person occupying or having charge of 
any room or house in which there ma - be a person 
affected with the disease known as smal’-pox, upon 
notice of the existence of sacb disease, to immediate­ 
ly cause tobe disrdayed and attached in front of 
such house a flag of a yellow color, which flag si all 
lie of a size not less than fifteen inches in width and 
uot less than twenty inches in length. 
Section 2. Sai t flag shall be disp'ayed in such a 
manner as to he the most easily seen by persons 
passing upon tile public highway, and shall be suf­ 
fered lo reti. tin so displayed until permission to re­ 
nt ve the anule sha I hove been granted by the Presi­ 
dent of the hoard of Health of the city of Sacra- 
met 1 1. 
Section 3. Any person failing to comply with any 
of the provision, of this ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall he punisbc-d by 
it line not exceeding :Z50,or 1 y imprisonment in the 
County Jail not exceeding 250 days, or by both such 
fine and itupris mment. 
Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect and be 
in force from and afttr the 17th day of January, 
IsSl. 
The ordinance was upon motion unani­ 
mously passed.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


The Board of Police Commissioners held a 
meeting yesterday afternoon, at which all the 
members were present. 
A communication 
was received from WeinBtock k Lubin, re­ 
questing the appointment of S. A. Wayne as 
a f¡>ecial policeman for the Mechanics’ store. 
Upon motion the appointment was made. 
The Chief of Police made a motion that the 
Secretary of the Board be instructed to no­ 
tify the Board of City Trustees that on the 
first day of April next the Board of 1‘olice 
Commissioners will increase the number of 
police officers for the city to sixteen, in place 
of the present force of eleven. The Chief re­ 
ferred to the law authorizing this additional 
number, as contained in the statute in rela­ 
tion to the police of Sacramento, which is as 
follows: “ The said police force shall consist 
of a Captain of Police and such number of 
policemen, not exceeding fifteen, as said 
Board of Police Commissioners may deem 
necessary for the protection and good gov­ 
ernment of the city.” He said the present 
number was not sufficient to afford protection 
and pood government in the city-, and there­ 
fore he made the motion now. in order that 
the Board cf City Trustees might have no­ 
tice in time, and provide for the additional 
expense at the time of the annual levy for 
taxes, soon to be made. 
T ie law- provides that, “ At the time of the 
levy of the annual city taxes, the Board of 
Trustees of said city shall estimate the 
amount of money that will be required for 
police purposes during the fiscal year, and 
shall cause the same to be kept as a separate 
fund, to be called the Police Department 
Fund, and to be used for no other purpose 
whatever, except the payment of the salaries 
and expenssR of the Police Department, and 
shall levy a special tax sufficient to meet said 
estimated expenses, and to pay the officers 
and expenses provided for in this Act. 
The other members of the Board of Com­ 
missioners, Mayor Turner and Judge Henry, 
opposed taking the proposed action looking 
to an increase of the police force, without 
first consulting the Board of City Trustees 
upon the subject, as i . would make an addi­ 
tional expense to the city of §500 per month. 
The Chief of Police claimed that the 
Board cf Trustees had nothing whatever to 
do with the matter except to provide the 
money to pay for sucli expense3 of the Police 
Department as may be authorized by law. 
and that the law gave the Conimi-sioners full 
p twer to apDoint sixteen officers besides the 
Chief of Police. 
_ 
After a full discussion of the subject Judge 
Henry moved as a substitute for the previous 
motion that the Police Commissioners con­ 
sult with the Board of City Trustees as to 
the advisability of making an increase in the 
police force. The substitute was adopted, 
the Chivf of Police only voting in the nega­ 
tive. The Board then adjourned.

What the Legislature is Doing—Analysis 
of Bills Introauced 


FIFTH CLASS MUNICIPAL CORPORATIONS. 
A. B. 50 (by Mr. Baker of Yolo)—Provides for the 
government of municipal corporations of the fifth 
cla^s. All of that class to be cities with perpetual 
BucciSdiuD and the light to sue, be sued, buy and 
sell property, etc. Must have a Board of five Trus­ 
tees, six School Directors, a Mayor, Clerk, (ex officio 
Asses or), Treasurer, (ex cfficio Tax Collector), Mar­ 
shal, (ex officio .Chief of Police and License Collec­ 
tor), Recorder and suboruinate officers. Officers ex­ 
cept Marshal to be elected in Februaiy of even 
¿cars. Mayor, Clerk aud Treasurer hold two years, 
and Trustees and School Directors four. Trustees 
to classify by lot so that three go out in two years, 
and two in* four ¿ears, aud School Directors to 
classify so that three go out in tw o, and three in 
four years. Trustees to appoint Marshal and Re­ 
corder, the first at pleasure, the latter for two years. 
Also appoint a City Attorney and may appoint a 
Clerk to the office at pleasure, and may appoint 
the Superintendent of S rcets and City Engineer at 
pleasure. rlhe Trustees and School Directors re­ 
ceive no salary, the Mayor, Clerk and Treasurer 
such salary as ordinances may fix. 
Trustees to 
meet at 
least monthly, the Mayor presiding. 
Three Trustees must vote ior au ordinance to give it 
effect; Mayor approves iu live days, or if not, four 
Trustees m:»y pass it over the veto or failure to up- 
prove. Trustees have power to pass an ordinance, 
buy and sell property for interest of city, except sale 
of Water iront ; furnish a water supply, lay out, re­ 
pair and light, sprinkle, curb and grade streets and 
walks, etc ; establish drainage system, fire depart­ 
ment, collect road and poll tax of £2, aud dog tax of 
$2, and property tax of 30 cents for general fund, 
25 cents for road fund, 25 c nts for school fund, all 
not to exeeed fcO cents ; issue business licenses, im­ 
prove streams flowing through city" or iu its vicinity ; 
maintain public buildings, control lay ing of railroad 
tracks, divide city into wards (no changes to be 
Diado within 60 days prior to a general election, nor 
for two years after establishment or change); to 
allot Trustees and directors to wards for election, 
provided at least one School Director shall be elect­ 
ed at large; to remove or appoint policemen, impose 
penalties for violation of city ordinances, not exceed­ 
ing ¿-J00 or three months in jail, or both; to estab­ 
lish a chain-gang, and do all other tilings necessary 
for proper local government; all demands to bo 
audited by Trustees

in the Treasury; but in its firs*, year under the Act 
au indebtedness may' be incurred not exeeeditig all 
the income provided for for such year. No warrant 
to be drawn unless there is legally available money 
in the Treasury to meet ir. o .her indebtedness to 
be incurred only' after submission to a vote and a 
consent of two-thirds of the voters voting, and then 
the tax must meet the interest on the debt and pro­ 
vide a sinking fund for payment of the principal.

Delinquency to be lien on the property sub­ 
ject to redemption, w here there is a sale, us m cases 
of property sold for taxes. Trustees to provide a 
system for laying out and widening streets and 
drains, etc., and the taking of private property, 
or right

described not to be exercised unless a petition is filed 
for the desired improvement, signed by at le.ist 
twenty citizens of the municipality. The system re­ 
ferred* to must provide for payment of compensation 
in proportion to benefits, cither by levy or assess­ 
ment, or payment out of the road fund, or bo»h. 
Trustees to provide a system for levy aud collection 
of taxes to conform, as near us may be, to fctate 
laws, except as to time of levy and collection, aud 
the officers who are to levy ami collect. No fund to 
be drawn upon except for purposes of Ike depart­ 
ment it represents. 
For funded indebtedness here 
tofore created the citv may levy aud collect taxes 
under the law so creating, and may levy and collect 
tuxes under the law establishing free libraries, etc. 
Licenses and fines go to the general fund. Ten cents 
additional tax may be levied for a river fnnd for im­ 
provement of streams and erection of embankments 
to protect from overflow. All emam, street sewer 
aim embankment w ork in cxctss of §K0 to lie done 
by contract let to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
Mayor is head of the Executive Dep rtment, and 
must have general supervision of Police Depart­ 
ment, cause ordinances tobe enforced, examine iulo 
complaints against officers, etc. Cleik's duties de­ 
fined, aud are such as are usual. So, too, as to 
Treasurer. Marshal,to collect licenses, attend on 
Kcc rder’s Court, and be at head of city police. 
Trustees to define duties of officers, not inconsist­ 
ent with this Act, and fix their compensation.
